BACKGROUND 

On 1 1 March 2005, applicant filed international application PCT/US2005/008296, which 
claimed priority of an earlier United States application filed 13 March 2004. Te thirty-month 
period for paying the basic national fee in the United States expired on 13 September 2006. 

On 07 April 2005, applicant filed national stage papers in the United States 
Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US). The submission was accompanied by, inter alia, the 
basic national fee required by 35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1) and was assigned U.S. application number 
10/530,581. 

On 1 1 August 2006, applicant filed an additional set of national stage papers in the 
DO/EO/US. The submission was accompanied by, inter alia, the basic national fee required by 
35 U.S.C. 371(c)(1) and was assigned U.S. Application Number 10/589,342.

The submission of two different sets of application papers to enter the national stage in 
the United States was improper.
